The Destrnetion of the Indinon Siate Prison—
Une of 1he Prisoncrs Smethered to Death-
Exciting Scones Among the Convicis,

The Louisville Journal has an account of the
Indiana disaster, previously reported by tele-
graph, from which we extract the fellowing: —

Here ensned a scene which defies all descrip-
tion. The cell-house hiad been standing for over
twenty-five yearg; all the wood work was asdry
as tinder and highly inllammable; the hatchways
in the roof were all cloged; niuety-two of the
convicte were in the chapel, leaving about sixty-
five in their cells, Imagine sixty-five human
beings o iron eages, locked up; the crackling of
the flumes above; the pouring of the smoke
through all the ranges; the yelld and plead-
ings of the poor wreiches calling for de-
liverance; the herculean efforts of their
fellow-chuvicts, pouring In from the other
wings of the piisou; the oflicers and
gunids amid the smoke; the confusion, exclte-
ment, sud chaotic confusion of everythiog
1u the excitement, the keys of two ranges of
cells were broken. This gave fresh cause for
alarm. Bolts, ¢rowbare, old pieces of iron, and
every avallable thing to bieak locks, were
brought into use. One stalwart eonviet named
Thompson, frenzied with despair, seeingz no
hope of escape, made one mighty attempt
aud burst open his cell door. The smoke in-
crensed fast, snd filled up the estire vaccumn
in the cell-house, ws the windows and all
other upertures. with one or two exceptions,
were closed. This iutensely excitiog scene
must bave lagted for nearly balf an hour be-
fore the lust man was released from his fiery

rison, if they were nll got out nlive. Bat this

pot certsin, Every man came out with
streaming and swollen eyes. They eame forth
staggering, coughblog, stralning, and tottering
aronnd llke drunken men, leanlng up agalost
the walls of the prison, some sitting, some lylog
down. At length the work was nearly done,
bt still & few pitifal wallinge conld be heard,

Blemllng for hclr. The herole saviors rushed
ack, gulded only by sound, and dragged out

the last three convicts, Poter Dittman, Billy

Hamlin, and Dick Tirhoon.

THE ONLY DISASTER Te LIFE
was 10 a negro named Isane Roberts, who was
confined in the upper range of cells, near the
norih end, on the east side, o place most difli-
cult to get at, and the farthest from the door
leading out of the prison. Some of the em-
ployes of the prison felt n delicacy in lotting the
reporter know of this case of fatality; in fact,
they refused to give any particulars. The hesi-
tancey in this respect is certalnly unnecessary,
for everything wns done that conld be done. No
efforts were spared to enve the convicts, nor was
the cell-house nbandoned nutil it was Impossible
for a man to ¢nter and remain one misute theres,
and the fact that only one man wns lost lsn
sufliclent evidence that all hands did thelr daty,
FORTUNATE,

Just at the time the fire broke oul prayer-
meeting was belug conducted in the chapel,
and ninety-two conviets, who have cells In that
portion of the prison, were engaged in religious
worshlp in the meeting. Had they been con-
fined in their cells at the time of the fire, o fear-
ful logs of life would have resulted.

NO ESCAVES.

No attempt was made by any of {he convicts
to escape durlug the excitement that prevailed,
and up to 9 o'clock last night no eseapes had
been dlscovered.

THE CAUSE,

AL first there were glight whispars aboul in-
cendiarlsth by some of the convicts, but this
opinion found not u half dozen bellsvers, The
fire originated near the roof, from a defective
flue. The chlmpey, it 1s sald, had pot been
cleaned oot for some time, and the soot had
accumulated. Onp each slde of the cell-house
there are two stoves. There bad been o fire in
all the stoves, but the fres were all very low
when the fire originated. The disaster {8 attrib-
utéd to the soot catehlng fire and burning some
laths between the celling aod the roof.

Upon examining the body of the deceased, it
was discovered that a foul murder had been
committed. The hoad of the vietim was beaten
almost to a jelly, apparently with o stick of
wood or some dull instrument. The legs were
croesed below the koees, and tled tight wilth a
black silk bandkerchlef, Above the right knee
a check gingham handkerchief was tled, with
a elip-knol on one end, as though it had been
made fast to somothing, probably & heavy
welghit to sink the body,
The remnins had the appearance of having
been in the water some four or five days.
The following s a description of the de-
censed—five feet elght inchies in helght, blue
eyes, dark halr, short cut groy whiskers, and the
nge of the man when living prebably about filty
years. He had on n brown woollen knit joeket,
bine check overshirt, grey flannel undershirt,
white and black striped cassimere pants, woollen
drawers, white woollen socks, and heavy bools.
The palms of the hands of the deconsed were
hard nnd bhad the appearance of belng those of n
Inboring man. The pockets wera empty, and
there was nothing whatever found on the hody
to indieate the name or lead to the identifiention,
except what Is given above. The verdict of the
Coroner's jury was, that the unknown deceased
had been murdered.
